Editorially the Tribune says of the bill: 


"The 
Interstate Commerce bill passed the 


House yesterday by a vote of 219 fyeas to 
41 nays; a remarkable majority in any case, 
and especially so in vtgw of the character' 
of the measure so weightily indorsed. The! 
bill now goes to the President, who is un- 
likely to withhold his signature from it, 
siace it is already evident that there is 
available more than the Constitutional mfl- 
'jority required to carry it over a veto. The 
Tribune has discussed the bill freely and 
given reasons for condemning it. It is so 
bad a measure that, like the Granger laws 
enacted during the Western anti-railroad 
furore, it is certain to bring about its own 
repeal before it has been long in operation. 
But it is not a bill which the corporations 
against which it is directed have much 
cause to fear. 
Its incidence upon them cari 


only be temporary. It will compel them 
to reorganize their tariffs in many cases, 
and it will no doubt curtail the business of 
some of them, but as a rtile it will check 
only the kind ol business which has been 
done hitherto at bottom rates, and rather 
for future contingencies than for any pres- 
ent profit. 


"There are two specially dangerous proj 


visions in the bill, namely, that which dej- 
fines the powers of the-Conjmissionersi 
and that which equalizes the long] and 
short haul. The first seems to put a prem- 
ium upon venality. The second interferes 
mischievously with the settlement and 
growth oj the country. Commissioners 
capable of doing the work imposed upo*- 
them could hardly be found under any qii- 
cumstances. With the restrictions placed 
upon the choice of them by this bill, it 
would be folly to expect the appointment 
of at med. I'nfqrtunately, all the harm 
that can flow from the law will have to be 
borne by the public. In that fact lies tbe 
guarantee for the ultimate reaction, no't 
only against tbe bill, but against the m^n 
who are mainly responsible for its pas- 
sage. 


"It is not the railroads that will suffer. 


Their operating expenses will still be paid 
by passengers and shippers. 
Only the 


burdens will be shifted a little from one 
class to another, and from one place 
to 
another. 
Settlement and 
produc- 


tion will be hindered in the West and on 
the Pacific coast. That will be the earliest 
effect of the bill. 
Through rates will oe> 


increased, to the discomfiture of distant 
shippers, 
in nearly every instance the 


injury done will be a public injury. Con- 
gress has judged it best to let the people 
have this unpleasant experienpe. A year 
hence, perhaps, the men who passed the 
bill will regret their action.'' 


Of Interest to Pensioners.' 


We give below the full text of a bill that 


will be of deep interest to a great many 
people. It has already passed the House 
and is now before the Senate Committee 
on Pensions, and it Is thought it will pass 
the Senate without amendment: 


AN ACT 


For the relief of. dependent parents and 


honorably discharged soldiers and sail- 
ors who are now disabled and depend- 
ent upon their own labor for support. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That in 
considering the pension claims of dependent 
parents, the fact and cause of death, and 
the fact that the soldier left no widow or 
minor children, having been shown as re- 
quired by law, it shall be necessary only 
to show by competent and sufficient evi- 
dence that such parent or parents are 
without other means of support than their- 
own manual labor or the contributions of 
others not legally bound for their sup- 
port: Provided, That no pension, allowed 
nnder this act shall commence prior to its 
passage, and in case of applications here- 
after made under (his act the pensioi shall 
commence from the date of the filing of 
the application in the Pension Office. 
Sec. 2. That all persons who served 


three months or more ID the military or 
naval service of the United States in any 
war In which the United States has been 
engaged, and wBo have been honorably 
discharged therefrom, and who are now 
or who may hereafter be suffering from 
mental or physical disability, not the re- 
sult of their own vicioua habiu or gross 
carelessness, whleb incapacitates 
them 


for the performance of labor IB such a de- 
gree as to render them unable to earn a 
support, and who are dependent upon 
their dally labor for support, shall, upon 
making due proof of (the fact according to 
such rules aod regulations as the Secreta- 
ry of the Interior may provide in pur- 
suance of this acV be placed on the list of 
invalid pensioners of the United States, 
and be entitled to receive, for such total 
inability to procure their subsistence by 
dally labor, twelve dollars per month; and 
such pension shall commence from the 
data of the filing of that application In the 
Pension Office, npbn proof that the disa- 
bility then existed, and continue during 
the existence of CM tube In the degree
